KEPORT ON HOME Missions. 


It may be well enough, to state, in the commencement of this 
report, that “Home Missions,” for a time called “Domestic Mis- 
sions,” is the work being done, under the patronage of the Board 
of the Southern Baptist Convention, located at Marion, Ala, 


ern States and Territories,—to the Indians, (some of whom used 

to live where we now live), and also to the Chinese in California, 

Your Conimittee will briefly refer to the work, that the Board are 

doing, and earnestly striving to have accomplished in these several 
fields of labor. 

First of the domestic department, we learn fiom the proce 
of the last Southern Baptist Convention, that the older Stat 
operating with the convention, are supplying their own dest 
4s far and as fast asthe means afforded them will permit, through 
their efficient State Organizations, hence the Board was instructed 
by the Convention, to confine its mission work so far as Possible, to 
those States unable to meet the demand, of their own destitution. 
Their work, then, ig confined, in the main, to Florida, Louisiana, 
Arkansas and Texas. The special committee on general work of 
this Board, say, “This field of practical mission Operation, which 
is but partially occupied, presents the most inviting area for mis- 
sionary labors and triumphs beneath the sun. Florida, rapidly 
Peopling with intelligent settlers, will soon be the Italy of America 
and a centre of influence throughout the Gulf States. There are 
eight missionaries pow in the field. They ought to be trebled, The 
Mississippi Valley, from New Madrid, ‘to Algiers, presents, With 
‘wo or three ¢reen Spots, a scene of religious desolation. Not a 
single Baptist minister that we know of, gives himself to the work

REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION, 


Education is the drawing out, the developing, the expanding of 
the powers of the mind.

Then 
if the people require evelopment touching the matters of secular 
temporal concern, how much more need they instruction touching 
eternal interests, It is difficult to think, the masses do not like to 
think, therefore do not think much The age is progressive, the 
minds of many have become more analytical, especially those op- 
posed to christianity. The analysis of great questtons, the whys 
and wherefores, in theological and ecclesiattical doctrines, become 
the paramount demand of this advanced stage of human thought. 
Some must think in order to be able to impart food for thought to 
others. Ministers cannot minister in that in which they have not ' 
been trained; preachers cannot preach that Gospel which they do 
hot comprehend; teachers who have not been taught are not com- 
pore to meet fully those ews which antagonists of the truth, 
°y subtleties of erroneous ogic, hurl against the cardinal tenets of 
our christianity. Ministerial education is, therefore, an imperative 
necessity. Some problems, from their very nature suggest the so-. 
lution. “None is more suggestive than this. The only remaining 
feature in the’ proposition is to consider the character of the one 
educated and the kind of education. The chief characteristic of 
the beneficiary in the education of our preachers should be piety, 
manifest piety, consecrated piety, devotion to the idea of the sal- 
vation of souls and the spiritual growth of the people. Impressed,

Board before the beginning of the: present year. A meeting was 
called early in the year, but it was not well attended. from the 
fact that the board was widely scattered, and very properly too, for 
reasons apparent at a glance, and because some members whom we 
belleved would be very active left the bounds of the Association: 
and others, of whom we ought to have expected better things, 
wished, or were Willing at least, for the Chairman to do all the 
work. -Hence if mistakes Were made, and no doubt there were 
‘one, it was because the field was too large for the few of us who 
did meet to thoroughly know all the territory assigned to us 
While this is true. we have very carefully, and as we think judi- 
ciously expended all the pledges made To have supplied all the 
destitution that came to our know ledge, and which we knew to, 
be destitution, would have required more than twice the amount 
pledged.
